This matter was quite thoroughly 
in, mired into last year by a special com- 
mission, which reached the conclusion 
that it was inadvisable to legislate, and 
presented str >m evidence in support of 
that finding. By 1 1 1 * - provisions of the lull 
now offered the commission is to consist 
of seven members, including the director 
ol the bureau of statistics, the bank com- 
missioner, a member of the st ite boatd 
of health, and four others. The commis- 
sion is directed to purchase arable land 
in the suburbs of manufacturing cities 
and to erect on it small houses suitable 
for the accommodation ot employees. 
Any person purchasing a fioo bond or 
more may buy a lot of land with a house 
on it, paying at the rate ol 515 a month 
until the price fixed by the commission 
has been covered, The right of selecting 
a particular house and lot is to be regu- 
lated by priority in the pun has. of bom is. 

While this plan is commendable in 
some respects, ther.- are a number ot 
ways in which the same results can be 
accomplished in a m .re natural manner, 
and without the questionable feature o| 
paternalism involved ; besides, the ques- 
tion has been raised as to the constitu- 
tionality of such action for the benefit of 
only a part ol the citizens.— Christian 
Science Monitor.

'J'o be 
abif to make a well rinen, good flavor 
ed, well baked loaf of wbeut bread Is I 
the goal of ill" young uspiraut for cull 
nary fame. One has only t" attend ' 
counts fairs, farmers' Institutes und 
meetings of other organizations where 
pautrj Blores und linked goods are fil- 
tered in contest to see quickly that 
it Is in the bread that the greatest In- t 
terest centers And all this is as it 
Should be, for bread is one "f mir u-st 
Staple foods. With the addition of a j 
little butter or eaten with a glass of 
milk, it furnishes n nutritious, well 
balanced die) upon which one could j 
subsist and maintain good health for 
to indetlnlte length of time, provided I 
one did not weary of the sameness.

is really a very simple process. With 
out this knowledge or attention there 
Will ever he mystery and Uncertainty 
about it. and there will always be in 
different results. 

There are only four ingredients ab- 
noliitoty i\4»e*»%w>»ry f-T the maklnt; of 
a loaf of raised wheat bread. They 
are good bread Hour, fresh yeast, 
liquid— either milk or water -and salt. 
Other Ingredients are often used, hut 
they are not necessary. For instance. 
Shortening is sometimes added. This 
makes a richer loaf. Sugar, too. may be 
used in small quantity. This hastens 
the growth of the yeast plants. Potato 
water occasionally replaces the milk 
or water and makes a moist loaf, while 
potatoes ami hop water forma mixture 
ill which the yeast colonies are quickly 
started. Itut rood bread can be made 
without the addition of any of these 
things. 

Flour Used In Breadmaking. 

In order that we may have a w ell 
raised light loaf it is necessary to use 
a Hour containing u large per ceni of 
gluten. This Is the flour made frotu 
the so culled "hard" wheats. Such 
flour has less water than the Hour 
made from the "soft" wheat, therefore, 
mixed with a liquid, rives a larger 
loaf. Gluteu is a grayish, rubber-like 
substance found in flour after the 
starch hits been washed out. It i- the 
"gum" obtained fpom chewing a hand 
ful of wheat, as known by most pc pie 
who have s. cut their childhood lii the ! half to bnk< 



■ nd this la obtained by a chemical 

change being produced in the starch of 
the flour, changing par; > f it into sug- 
ar. This results in a fermeutatli u the 
products of which are uk-ohi i and car 
bon dioxide gas— the gus which makes] 
the bread light. The average bouse- I 
keeper is familiar with yeast or leaven I 
in three forms that which she makes | 
herself by combining potatoes, flour, 
bop water und a "starter" if ft from a 
previous baking; also the dry und 
compressed yeasts. The last two are 
practically the same, the dry yeast 
having been mixed with m< re flour or 
corn meal in order to preserve the 
I plants for a longer time. The chief 
difference between these three forms 
of leaven is in the number and kind of 
* yeast plants which they contain. The 
compressed yeast -the small square 
cake which comes wrapped in tin foil— 
contains the largest number of plants j 
I and so Is able to produce the greatest ! 
amount of gas in a given time, making 
It possible to finish the bread in fewer 
hours. The commercial yeasts are sup- 
posed to t,,, uh.it is known as a "pure 
; culture"— in other words, one variety 
of plants then fore is more uniform In 
strength and composlt ion.

! "salt rising" |, read. The Hour and wa 
ter with a little salt tire mixed Into a 
batter, then set aside in a warm place 
to ferment. It contains suflicient ras 
to make into dough when full of holes 
or when !iko a sponge, and this fer- 
mentation has been caused by the ac- 
tion of the wild yeasts in the air. 

The Process of Breadmaking. 

This article is in no sense an ex- 
planation of all the scientific technical- 
ities of breadmaking because the sub- 
ject is too big and complicated to he 
thoroughly treated in a column or two. 
It is simply an attempt to outline some 
of the principles to be observed and 
to rive a few helpful suggestions to 
women who may not have a satisfac- 
tory method of their own. The follow- 
ing recipe is for bread made with com- 
pressed yeast, and when care is taken 
to maintain an even temperature, 
about so degrees, throughout the proc- 
ess the bread should be ready for the 
| oven in about four hours from the time 
It Is started. The special advantage 
of the compressed yeast is that it is 
more rapid, and when It is used bread 
need not be set overnight. 

Compressed Yeast Bread. 

Add two tnblespoonfuls of shorten- 
ing (butler or lui'di, one tables| uful 

of sugar atnl one leaspoonful of salt 
and one cake of compressed yeast dis- 
solved in three tablespi fuls of cold 

water to , pint of scalded milk or 

one-half milk and one half water 
Then stir in Hour until dough is stiff 
enough to heat vigorously. Turn on 
molding board and knead until dough 
does not st it k to the board, using more 
flour as necessary, ft little at a time 
Put In a well greased bowl and brush 
surface lightly with melted butter to 
keep from crusting over. Cover with 
towel and h i rise again until double 
its size (about three hours). At the 
end of that time mold into rolls or 
loaves and put into greased pans, 
brushing the surface with melted but- 
ter. Cover as before and set to rise 
until double its size; then bake. 

Bread should be baked as soon as 
It is sufficiently light, and the oven 
should be hot enough to brown flour in 
fifteen minutes, about 300 degrees, At 
this temperature ordinary sized loaves 
of broad should be brow tied all over. 

Bread should be turned from pan as 
soon as taken from oven and placed 
uncovered in such a position that nil 

sides will he exposed to the all', not 

allowing it to cm.- in contact with 
anything w hi. h win give it an un- 
pleasant • dor or taste, When cold it 
should he put into a box or jar to 
which the air can have access ami be 
kept in a dry. cool place. This amount 
of yeast will raise three times as much 
flour and other Ingredients if longer 
time Is j: i v ,ti for it to become light. 
One point in which many first c lass 
bread makers often fail is in the baking. 
Bread to he thoroughly digestible 
should bo thoroughly baked. The or- 
dinary sized loaf requires from one 
hour and a quarter to one hour and n 
ufHclently, and. that this

If It keeps the im- 
press of the palm or renin ins in lumps 
It has too much moisture. When rub 
be,) between the thumb and linger 
there should be a slight grlttiness; It 
should not feel too smooth or pow- 
dery. 

What la Yeast? 

This useful agent in breadmaking Is 
as old as the hills, and its action Is 
better understood when one Is familiar 
with It. Yeast is a microscopic plant, 
tonsistlng of a single round or oval 
cell. The rapidity with which It grows 
•nd reproduces Itself gives It much of 
Its Importance. It reproduces either 
by sending out buds which break off 
•s new plants or by forming spores 
which will grow Into new plants under 
favorable conditions. 

I.Ike all plants, yenst requires heat, 
moisture and food In order to grow. 
The degree of heat at which It grows 
best Is from 7." to 00 degrees, and this 
is the temperature at which bread 



I may be accomplished without burning. 

: the oven should not bo too hot in the 
I beginning. The bread should not be- 
gin to brOWtt until after the first ten 
minutes. 

Many changes take place In bread 
during the baking. The yenst plants 
are killed by the high temperature, the 
gas expands, making the loaf still 
lighter, the fermentation is stopped, 
the alcohol Is driven off and a large 
amount of the moisture Is evaporated. 
Also the browning of the crust in- 
creases the ease with which the loaf 
Is digested, and the action of the yeast 
on the glutei! Is also supposed to alii 
Its digestion. 

Whole Wheat Bread. 

Scald a cupful of milk, take from 
the tire and add a heaping teuspoonful 
j of salt, a level teaspoon ful of sugar 
j and a tablespoonful of shortening, 
j Add a cupful of cold water to the 
i scalded milk and when the mixture Is 
lukewarm add one-half yeast cake that 
has been dissolved in one-half cupful 
of lukewurm water, Heat in enough 
whole wheat flour to make a rather 
thin batter, beat well, cover and set 
■side until light. Then stir in as 
much more whole wheat flour as you 
can bent In with a spoon. It must be 
stiff. Heat well, turn Into greased tins, 
Jet rise until light, theu bake an hour 
In a moderate oven.

STATION SOLD. 



Highlands Station Passes 
into Hdiids of B. <& M. 

Erected by Mr. Bell lor the Comfort 
of the People. 



The Winchester Highlands station has 
been sold to the Boston and Maine K.ui- 
road, alter having lieen in the possession 
of the late Aaron C. Bell since $76, 

Private o« nersliip ot a station has not 
been known in this part of the COUJDtiy, 
with thit single 1 xrvptton. 

At about 1876 Mr. Hell .ni<l others who 
lived in the northerly part ol the town 
became dissatisfied with the rude struc- 
ture provided by the railroad company as 
a shelter. Several petitions had la-en 
presented to Gen, < >eorge St. irk tor a 
station, but without success. Mr. Bell 
then opened correspondence with Mm 
ager Horsford ol the Boston and Lowell 
regarding the inatti r. At that tune stoi k 
in the road had dropped to (3. There 
was an unwillingness to bring about the 
improvement. Mr Bell then proposed 
to build the station lor the company. 
The olfer was accepted, and the building 
was completed in 1876. 

Land on winch the station stands was 
purchased of Eli Cooper, an engineer oil 
the first locomotive thai tan over the 
Boston and Lowell railroad. When the 
station was opened, there was tlahorate 
cetemonv. The selectmen added dignity 
to the occasion by their presence, and 
among those who participated in the 

exercises were the late Patick Holland 

who helped build the toad in 1883, and 
Eh Cooper, who died at the age ol 90. 
There was a religious service, and, tor 
that matter. Sunday afternoon services 
■were conducted here duiing a period of 
many years. Mr. Bell supplied the furni- 
tute tor the station, and was m ule agent, 
holding the position 10 vears. The Rev, 
Mr. Robinson, fathei of Henry C. Robin- 
son, now superintendent of the 
southern division of the Boston and 
Maine, took an active interest in the 
religious work. The superintendent of 
the Sunday school held lor a number of 
years in the building was Edwin Robin- 
son. 

Winchester Highlands has bad a steady 
growth, and where there was a handful 
of dwelling a decade ago there are now 
scores. The increase in population de- 
manos increased facilities tor passengers 
who take trains at that point, and a 
station lias been suggested similar to 
that at Wedgemere. 

In years gone by the station agent with 
his family made their home in the build- 
ing, but of late years the agent has re 
sided in the vicinity of the station. 

The street Moor of the station contains 
a store used for many years lor the sale 
of groceries, etc. Residents of the High- 
lands have been endeavoring tor some 
time to persuade the railroad company 
to build a new station, but thus far have 
been unsuccessful. It is thought a 
modern station building would do .1 gteat 
<leal toward building up this part of the 
town, and unquestionably it would.

SECRETARY'S REPORT 
For eleven years, 'The Winchester 
Visiting Nurse Association has been 
doing the work it planned, when, in 1S99, 
it was organized, " to give to the sick, 
especially to those of limited means the 
best home-nursing; under existing circum- 
stances, and to develop its work along 
appropriate lines and to establish and 
maintain a hospital." 

In a small community like Winchester, 
it is possible for such all organization to 
cover a wide field ot usefulness; as time 
goes on, new needs .ire apparent and are 
ministered to, until the Association has 
become, in some sort, a bureau ot 
Associated Charities, including in itself 
the Friendly \ isitor, Ihe benevolent indi- 
vidual and the children's aid. 

'This is due, in large measure, to the 
friendliness of the mu ses, w ho during the 
eight years that they have been with the 
Association have won the confidence of 
the families in which they visit 
many a need or difficult situation is made 
known to them, tor which they are able 
to find a remedy. It a nurses' visit re- 
veals the fact that a patient is ill nourished, 
or it it is necessary to send the mother of 
a family to a Sanatorium, the cases are 
reported to the Nursing Committee, con- 
sidered at a meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors and provision made for their 
relief. The feeble patient is provided 
with proper food; the tuberculosis patient 
sent to a Sanatorium with the necessary 
outfit, and arrangements made tor the 
care of husband and children during her 
absence. 

A critical case that demanded immedi- 
ate attention w as cared for at the Charles 
CI10ateMeinor1.il Hospital at Wotnirn, 
when the patient made a rapid recovery. 

This hospital has opened its doors to 
us most generously; lias given us the 
privilege of ei do wing a bed, and offers 
to receive patients sent by the Association 
at the same rates as residents ofWobliril. 
The Association has availed itself of this 
opportunity, and, realizing from it 
perience the advantage of a well equipped 
hospital, near at hand, looks forward 
eagerly to the establishment ot a similar 
hospital in Winchestei in the near future. 

Ot the ,.7*15 visits made by the nurses 
during the year, 1641 were free; the re- 
mainder were paid tor in sums, ranging 
from five to fifty cents. It has seemed wise 
to send bills for ^services; w ith few ex- 
ceptions they are generally paid, ami 
after some delay, the payment is often 
accompanied bv a note 01 apology or ex- 
planation. The money lor one bill, due 
six years, was received in five an.) ten 
cent pieces, evidently the result of slow 
saving. Although the stipulated length 
ot a visit is forty minutes, this is, by 110 
means arbitrary; the duration of a call is 
regulated by the need oi the patient, and 
oiten, in surgical or confinement cases, is 
extended to hours. Consequently, the 
number of calls made during'a day is no 
exact measure of a nurses work; one 
long, .hard^vrsit. .counting tor more than 
several simple baths or dressings. 

There have been many old people 
cared tor, to whom the nurses' daily 
visits have been a great comfort, and the

according to the grade to be determined 
upon. I he estimated cost ot this plan is 
$153,400, io be borne in the proportions 
fixed by statute. The details ..f this plan 
were published in a recent number of ihe 
STAR. It is believed that tue Commis- 
sion will modify the above plan or adopt 
any other reasonable plan 011 which the 
Railroad, the Klectric Railway, the Com 
monwealtll and the Town agree. We 
have seen all the paities in interest and 
hnd them teady to cooperate with the 
town in solving the problem in either oi 
the following ways: 

First — If the town desires to build a 
single bridge at or near the station and 
carry the highway above the railroad, they 
all express themselves as willing to 
llioditv the plans recently proposed by 
the Commission in a manner satisfactory 
to the town. For instance, to make the 
roadway 80 feet witle instead of 60; to 

take on the west side ot the town Ihe 
whole or such portion of the Waterheld 
Block as may be necessary to secure a 
proper entrance to this bridge next to the 
Common; to make the grade on the east 
side as easv as it can be made without 
disturbing the grade of Main stieet at the 
corner of the Parkway -probably about 
4 per cent. : to build an arch bridge over 
the river of sufficient width to properly 
take care of the water, and to make such 
other reasonable changes as the town 
may suggest. The station may be moved 
south nf this proposed roadway, or north 
ot it, taking a portion ut the Common, or 
it may be carried still further north neat 
the present railroad crossing, taking out 
a portion of the Common, for its location 
there, whichever ot these three best suits 
the tow n. 

The expense of this plan is estimated 
to be about $200,000, It can be estimated 
more closely than the plan at the Centie 
because fewer hind owners ,, re affected 
and the damages can COllseiJUt ntl\ be 
more accurately computed 

Second — lithe tow Instill desires to raise 
the highway above th.- railroad at theCeii- 
ire, they will consent to this and pay 
their proportionate tint ot the expense 
up to $300,000, whatever it may cost 
above that to be paid by the town'. For 
instance, it Ihe total cost oi the abolition 
was $400,000, the town would pay ten pel 
cent of the hist $300,01x1 and the entire 
amount in excess oi that, or a total of 
$130,000 — all lliis.ol coins.-, provided the 
Commission would approve of this ar- 
langement, II tin- town should decide to 
accent this proposition, it would be 
uect ssary to secure a special a. t of the 
Legislature to enable us t. . d< 1 it, as under 
the statue a town can not pay more than 
ten per cent of tin- expense of abolishing 
grade cri issings. 

No estimate of the expense of this plan 
which the Committee . an assure the 
Town is even approximately correct, has 
been, or can be, made, Between thirty 
rive and tortv estates will be affei ted and 
the ow in r ot each will be entitled to a 
jur) trial tor the estimation ot his dam 
ages. Undoubtedly some of tlx owners 
would agree to accept, ill place of general 
damages, the raising and adjusting of 
their property to the new grades and 
damage merely tor the interruption ill 
then use ol the propeny during the work, 
but past experience has show II that 110 
geiler.il agreement to this effect can be 
made, and the total expense ot the alter- 
ation i\uuld be dependent upon the hnal 
outcome of .1 consderable number oi law 
suits. The estimates of the total expense 
of construction and damages range be- 
tween 5u.s.<««> and $500,1x0. 

In former discussions relative to the 
various methods of abolishing Ihe grade 
crossing, the bridge shown at the Centre 
has been represented as being earned on 
piers extending north and south between 
the railroad tracks. The Boston and 
Maine Railroad, howevet, say they should 
object to this type ot bridge for the reason 
that in case o: a derailment the purs 
would increase the danger to trams and 
if demolished by a heavy train would al- 
low tne f ridge to collapse. Therefore 
they should ask that the bridge, whether 
built at the Centre 01 at the station, 
should be carried by overhead trusses, 
similar to those which tna\ be seen at 
Wedgemere ind at 'otiier bridges along 
the line ot the road, leaving an open 
span of eighty feet in width underneath. 
In the case ot the bridge at tiie Centre, 
which is planned 1 1 be 100 feet wide, 
there would be four sets ot trusses, divid- 
ing the roadway into three.' sections or 
ianes, tile centre one probably accommo- 
dating the street railroad, the two outside 
ones teams and pedestrians. Tile bridge 
at the station, w hich would be So feet 
wide, would have three sets of trusses, 
dividing the bridge into^two lanes. These 
trusses would be irom 10 to 14 feet above 
the roadway, and to a hi ight oi 6 tee 
above the roadway would be encased int 
wood or steel so that it would be impos- 
sible tor.anv one to see through them or 
to drop anything upon tiie cars below. 
The_roaJway would tonsist of plank 



P 1 veil with brick and Hie wear and tear 
ot this roadway would be maintained by 
tiie town.

Third- It the tow n is not ready to de- 
cide on either ot these methods, the Bos- 
ton and M line Railroad will put 111 two 
subways ior pedt stiians, one jtisl north 
of the station and one just south of the 
crossing .t the C, rtrc. will build a fence 
between the tracks horn a Doilll well be- 
low the stab. 111 Io the crossing in the 
centre . d the town and nolth ol the cross- 
ing as far as ma) be desired, and will ini« 
prove the gate service at ihe Centre so 
tar as it is possible t,.r them to do so. 
I Ins w ill t ost approximately* $30,000 and 

the railroad will bear the entire t xpense. 

Ii either the Hr.st or second method sug- 
gested above is adopted the work would 
be clone in the season ol 101 1. If this 
third proposition is acceptable to the 
town the railroad would do the work in 
the season ot iqio.

XII.— Hints on Home 
Laundering.

To many women tbe laundry la the 
least Interesting pari <>f the 
home, it ml often tbe weekly 
washing and Ironing are the 
work most dreaded by tbe entire family. 
In fact, in many homes they prove to 
be the one Insurmountable task, and 
because no other solution is found fur 
the problem tbe washing is scut to tbe 
laundry or Is done In any way and by 
any one so imin as it is taken out of 
the bouse. Why the washing ami Iron- 
ing should prove vu' ii unpleasant work 
as to cause both mistress and maid t«> 
rebel against It has always been a mys- 
tery to me. I can explain it only by the 
natural supposition that neither knows 
how to do It well and that the i>ossi 
bllities for dolug the work quickly, 
easily and thoroughly are few In most 
houses. We generally hud that a prop- 
erly equipped laundry Is among the 
last things to bo added to the house 
arid that In the majority of eases a 
tub or two, perhaps a washing ma- 
chine of possible merit and oeension- 
ally a wringer comprise the averags 
washing outnt in private homes of 
moderate means. And. small as that 
equipment is. It can he made to give 
Very satisfactory results if a little 
knowledge and Intelligence are brought 
to the task. The trouble is most wo- 
men do not like to wash because they 
have not been taught to do it prop- 
erly and because they make extremely 
hard work of it. They appreciate to 
some degree fine fabrics and dainty 
clothing, but they do not, as a rule, 
appreciate these lo the extent that 
makes them desirous of preserving 
materials ami colors. 

While it is difficult at any time and 
In almost any locality to obtain well 
trained helpers fur housework, ii Is 
often an easier task to gel a good cook 
or housemaid than it is to find a Hrsl

The Modern Laundry Equipment. 

Whenever [possible tin- laundry 
should be a separate apartment in 
even small limi^es. It may be located 
lu the basement or adjoining tbe 
kitchen; but. wherever It is. the room 
Should be Well lighted and Well veil- 

tllated and should have a good floor 
anil hard finished walls. There should 
be no soft or porous material used in 
tbe laundry to absorb moisture. For a 
small home laundry the following list 
of furnishings will be found sufficient: 
Three or fi tir tubs, stationary if pos- 
sible, made of soapstone. enamel or 
porcelain; a good washing machine. 
Clothes wringer, clothes stick, clothes 
boiler, tin or copper; zinc or glass 
washboard, clothespins (kept in box 
or basket), water pail, clothes basket, 
scrubbing brush, large granite spoon, 
galvanized iron clothesline. skirt, 
tleeve and bosom boards for Ironing, 
Iron lug blanket, mangle and sever, il 
go.Kl irons of different weights. An 
electric or even a good gasoline iron is 
•Ui Ii a valuable labor saving device 
that its tirst cost should seldom be 
considered, because it very soon more 
than repays it. Besides this amount 
ef furnishing a number of common 
lubstancps for removing stains of va- 
rious kinds should always be on hand. 
Among those most frequently needed 
may be mentioned borax, ammonia, 
■alt. vinegar, alum, naphtha, muriatic 
and oxalic acid. These should be kept 
In a closed box and cut of the reach 
of children, as some of them are poi- 
sonous. Wax. blueing, starch. French 
chalk and jnvelle water are also often 
needed in the laundry, and if n supply 
of them is kept on hand time and ef- 
fort may be saved on washing day. A 
Valuable addition to this equipment 
would be an electric or water motor 
with which to run the washing ma- 
chine, wringer and mangle. With such 
an addition it is possible for one wo- 
man to finish a large washing with 
comparatively little outlay of strength, 

Removing Ordinary Stains. 

Washing Is the mechanical cleansing 
•f clothes to remove all impurities and 



*irt. To do this four simple, short 
rules should be kept in mind - viz; 
Get out all the dirt. 
Keep all articles a good color. 
Use nothing to injure the material 
either mechanically or chemically. 

Have some d -unite knowledge of dif- 
ferent fabrics in order to treat each 
in the way least likely to injure or 
change its character, 

L'usatisfio tory results in laundry 
work can often be traced to careless- 
ness in preparing tbe various art ides 
to be washed. Too often urti< l**i 
coarse ami tine, white and colored, are 
put into tlie suds together without 
tbe slightest attention to such pre- 
liminary steps in the process as sort- 
ing, removing stains, temperature and j 
soapiness of the water. After such 
indiscriminate preparation what won- 
der if tine muslins are soon torn or 
made yellow, if stains are made per- 
manent and the entire washing takes 
on a dingy hue'. 

Before any article is sent to tbe wash 
it should be examined ami all stains 
carefully removed. This requires care 
and some knowledge of chemicals and 
their action on fabrics anil stains. All 
stains cannot be removed by the same 
substance or in the same way. and yet 
it is remarkable how many different 
kinds of stains may be removed by 
cold water alone. For this reason I 
recommend that all articles be soaked 
in cold water for fifteen minutes or 
longer before being put into the wash- 
ing suds. The white pieces should, of 
course, be kept by themselves, and if 
there is any question about tbe fast- 
ness of auy color a little salt and vine- 
gar added to the cold water will help 
to set it. Alum added to the rinsing 
water will make the color still more 
permanent. The follow ing are general 
directions for removing stains of va- 
rious kinds: 

Tea and Coffee.— Spread the stained 
part over a bowl and pour boiling wa- 
ter over it from a height. 

Chocolate and Cocoa. -Wash first in 
cold water, then rinse and pour boil- 
ing water through It. 

Fruit. -Many fruit stains may be 
softened and dissolved by alcohol. If 
heated the alcohol will be more effec- 
tive. For peach stain it may be neces- 
sary to use diluted muriatic acid or 
sulphur fumes. Hoiling water will re- 
move fresh stains of small fruits. 

Grass.— Alcohol win dissolve the 
green coloring matter. Washing with 
naphtha soap and warm water or 
spreading on a paste made of soap 
and baking soda will also remove 
grass stains. 

Ureas ■ oil. Soak lirsl in cold 

water, then wash with cold water and 
soap, then dry and if necessary use 
other agents. Chloroform or ether 
will remove grease from fabrics which 
cannot lie w ashed. 

Wine, i'ut a thick layer of salt over 
the stain from red wine while fresh, 
then pour boiling water over it. II a 
yellow wine wash lirsl with cold wa- 
ter, then with soap and water. 
I Ink.- If stain is on a white garment 
j put to soak lor several days in milk, 
j changing frequently, lied ink poured 
| over the black will remove the black 
! stain. The red may be washed out in 
cold water and ammonia, then boiled. 
Equal parts of peroxide of hydrogen 
and ammonia may remove fresh 
Stains. Oxalic acid will remove old 
ink stains from white garments. Bait 
and cold water may be used m fresh 
stains on delicate colors. 

iron Rust.— If fresh, lemon juice, salt 
and strong sunligut may remove stain, 
but generally it is better to use miiii- 
atlc acid at once, Spread the statu 
over a bowi containing a fairly strong 
solution of bunts and water or soda 
and water. 1 imp muriatic ai id oil the 
stain a little at a lime until it darkens, 
the. i lluse thoroughly in the borax and 
water. 

Mildew '1'his is a mold growing on 
the liber of the c loth, if fresh it may 
be removed by wetting in strong soap- 
suds or covering with a mixture of 
t il. ilk and salt ami bleaching in strong 
| sunlight for several hours, old mildew 

I stains can tardy be removed without 
injuring tin- fabric. 

Milk or Cream.-Wash out with cold 
water and later use soap and t old wa- 
ter. 

l'aint or Tar. If fresh ami washable 
use soap and water or rinse in tur- 
pentine, then wash. If not washable 
use gasoline. If dry soften with lard 
or oil, then treat a.- for fresh paint. 

Perspiration.— Use cold water ami 
soap and put the garment in the sun 
for several hours. The perspiration 
under the anus is different from that 
of the rest of the body and requires 
diluted muriatic acid to neutralize it. 

Sugar of i. urn. I>hs.>lve with warm 
water if washable, with alcohol if not 
washable. 

Blood.— Soak in c old water, then rub 
out in fresh tepid Witter. If very dry- 
soak and wash out or use peroxide of 
hydrogen or Jnvelle water. 

A word of caution is necessary when 
using acids to remove stains. These 
should not be used on colored fa la ics, 
and after using on any White article 
always rinse thoroughly in borax and 
water or ammonia ami water and aft- 
erward In dear water. Jnvelle water 
is an excellent bleaching agent which 
will often remove old stains. It is 
easily made and may be kept Indefi- 
nitely In glass bottles in a cool, dark 
place. 

Jarelle Water.— Dissolve one pound 
j of salsodn in two quarts of boiling wa- 
ter, then add one-fourth of a pound of 
chloride of lime. Stir with wooden 
i stick until lumps are broken, then let 
| stand several hours to settle. Four 
[ off dear liquid and bottle for use. For 
bleaching purposes use one-half to one 
cupful to one pail of water. Always 
rinse thoroughly In ammonia water. 
To remove stains brush over with 
javelle water full strength, then rinse 
quickly in ammonia water. 

Some practical suggestions for wash- 
ing silks, woolens and laces, starching.

W AN I S IK I l" INSISTS. 
Korrou 01 run Stak: 

The 1 ommunication from the Town's 
Grade Crossing Committee published in 
your last issue is certainly significant in I 
several important particulars. 

First, it indicates that this vexed prob- 
lent is not impossible oi solution, and that 
the solution is not necessarilj no remote , 
as might be inferred from the long de- 
layi d report ol the Special Commission. 

Second, it gives the tow n choice of two 
methods for abolishing the present dan- ; 
gerous condtion, yyjth a timber sugges- 
tion, .which should Dot be taken serious- 
ly) of a fence with underpass footways 
which may be carried out at no expense 

ti 1 the tOW n, 

Third, it indicates that the railroad 
authorities agree with the enlightened 
..pinion oi the town that the bridge at Ihe 
-it.' ot the 1 resent crossing is the only 
proper solution. It 1- impossible to draw 
any other conclusion than this when the 
railroad stands ready to assume $65,000 
additional expense for carrying out this 
plan beyond what it would be required 
to nay in case the other plan were 
adopted. (See repott of Committee). 

Since an early stage in the protracted 
discussion, which I trust is now drawing 
to a close, there has been no secret in re- 
gard to the fact that .ill the parties to the 
conttoversy have agreed that the centre- 
bridge plan was the only right solution. 
1 make this statement deliberately and 
advisedly. The onlv reason why anj 
other plan has been seriously considered 
has been thequestion of cost. Those who 
Were in a position to know have been 
aware all along that the raihoad knew 
and admitted'that this pi in was the best. 

They have known also that a majority 
ot the Special Commission favored it, 
They have known that the "enlightened 
opinion" of the t »wn favored it. There 
lias been a small minority 111 the tow n, it 
is true, which has honestly believed that 

some other plan would be better— re- 
gardless of cost; but this mtnotity has 
never taken the trouble to studv careful- 
ly all the bearings ol the case.

We fiber. All alkalies net upon It. ac- 
cording to the kind, strength and tem- 
perature of the solution and the length 
of time the silk Is left In the solution 
The luster Is first lessened, ami the 
fiber is dually dissolved Dilute acids 
roughen silk ami strong acids ruin It. 
Thus it uill be seen that all garments 
of silk and wool should be washed 
with only the mildest soup. This 
Should be made into a solution by cut- 
ting the soap into thin slices, dissolv- 
ing In hot water and ridding to the 
suds In which the garments are to be 
washed This method is much better 
than rubbing the soap directly on the 
garment Both silk and wool are in 
Jnred by dry heat. Silk first stiffens, 
then breaks, so that the water In 
which it Is washed should not be hot 
Flannels should l>e washed In water 
of the same temperature throughout 
the process and should be hung to dry 
in a temperature the same as the wa- 
ter. The expansion and contraction of 
the wool fibers, caused by change in 
temperatures, make flannel thick Tep- 
id water and a moderate temperature 
for drying and the best white soap 
added to the wantdtlg water are simple 
rules to observe In washing woolen 
garments. 

The vegetaMe fibers, such as cotton 
and linen, are of a woody nature,

SCARE E I FEVER. 



Editoh ok 1 in Stab : 

I 'ear Sir, In view ot the epidemic of 
Scarlet Fever now prevalent in Greater 
Boston, a few winds ,,s to tilt- situation 
in W lllc he stel max not be Ollt ot place. 

At the present tunc- 1 Phurs Morning) 
five casis have been reported to me and 
three others an- mnlei observation. 
They ate all mild c ases. In its early 
stages the disease- is not vvrx contagious 
hu' nevertheless should a case appear in 
school the room will be promptly fumi- 
gated. In towns like- Winchester an 
epidemic ot Scarlet Fevei can best be 
controlled by keeping the sc hools open. 
'Pin- liun hi ts arc- alert to note and 
report every case of illness, the 
school nurse is especially ac live at such 
times and the sc hool physician is give n 
the opportunity to examine every pupil 
who shows any si^ns of indisposition. 
Further a list ot absentees is left xx it It me 
each day and 1 see that every case is in- 
vestigated and the reason tor the absence 
ascertained. If the pupil is ill and no 
physician has been called, an examn a- 
tion is made sufficiently thorough to de- 
termine the presence or absence of Scar- 
let Fever. 

By following this plan during the last 
epidemic I discovered and isolated nine 
cases of the disease that were being con- 
cealed. Had these cases gone on to the? 
stage of desquamation without being is- 
olated the chances of spreading the dis- 
ease would have been multiplied many 
times, for in some instances the mothers 
were working out by the day and could 
easily have taken the infection into the 
homes where they xxere employed, In 
veiw of xxhat is being done I fully believe 
that i' parents will send their children to 
school every day. there will be tew'er 
cases than if the schools are closed. 
Phis belief is supported h\ tin- teachings 
of the highest modern authorities on 
Sanitation

Section V This act shall take effect 
upon its passage. 

It would seem desirable to make a by- 
law at our coming town meeting prescrib- 
ing the duties of our Ap. Com. and how 
it shall he selected. We certainly should 
have a printed report toi the annual town 
meeting, whu h we did not have this'ytar. 

The absence ot the lobby leader this 
session of the General Court has not 
been all to the good by anv manner of 
means. There are many representatives 
who ma) be depended upon to vote on 
the wrong side unless they are put right 
and others do not know which is the right 
side until told.

It Is well known that political econ-

| pratlcally unanimous In t heir Opinion 
that the enormous increase in the pro- 
duction and mintage ..-:' gold is almost 
i wholly responsible for the present 
high prices, In the last fifteen years, 
i according to the reports of the I'nlted 
•States treasury department, the gold 
| supply of the world lias more than 
doubled, and as a result the purchas- 
ing power of the gold dollar has great- 
ly decreased.

Against Congressman O'Connell 
Fails — Democrats Divided Over 
Gubernatorial Nomination — Fear 
That Next Corgress Way Be Demo- 
cratic 

T>ip legislature Is endeavoring to 
pur on speed i:: order to secure an 
parly prnrojifl Ion this year, One ot 
the Important arts which became law 
last «n i was that making Oet 12 a 
legal tn llday to be known as Pi lnm- 
bus Day tn reonmif ion of thp discov- 
erer and discovery of America. There 
was quite a strong opposition to this 
bill from manufacturers and business 
men, who made ttie point that there 
are ton many holidays already. Gov- 
ernor Drappr signed the bill, however, 
evidently taking the ground that It 
would do no harm to have another. 
Severn! other state* have a Columbus 
day already, so that Massachusetts is 
not the first tn adopt it . 

The governor -.rave out a statement 
during the week In lustlflrntlnn of his 
recommendation that the hond« of the 
Boston Holding company he made 
legal investments for the savings 
banks, find In support of his appeal 
to the leelslattirp tn grant some relief 
to the N. w Haven In order that 'he 
contemplated Improvements on the 
Boston .''.iii Maine m iv i ntered up- 
on and completed. It seems to ho 
admltti d that he made an excel!, nt 
case nnd proved at least his own deep 
sincerity In wishing to promote the 
railway Improvements which the state 
so much needs for Its prosperity and 
Bdvnncptni nt, It Reems to he a moot- 
ed question whether the legislature 
will take an\ action along the lines 
recommended The governor takes 
the ground that, having ndvlsed the 
legalization of these bonds as invest- 
ments tor savings hanks and the legis- 
lature having decided against such 
action, it is now up to the legislature 
itself to find a way to do something 
which will bring about the desired re- 
sult . 

O'Connell Again a Candidate 

One of the election contests In the 
national hons ( . which concerned Mas- 
sachusetts has been di eided In favor 
of Congressman Joseph F. O'Connell 
of the T> nth district . Mr. O'Connell, 
according to the returns, was elected 
hv four votes ov'Pr J, Mitchell Calvin, 
the Republican nominee Mr Galvln 
claimed that a nnmher of defective 
ballots were counted for Mr O'Con- 
nell and made a contest for the seat 
The committee of congress having the 
matter in charge has now decided that 
Mr Galvln was not elected Con- 
gressman O'Connell Is a candidate for 
renomination and he has against him 
Councilor Curley of Boston, who is 
making a strenuous contest. Mr 
Galvln declares his intention of again 
seeking the Republican nomination 
and says he feels very confident that 
If he receives it he will be elected by 
a substantial plurality The dis- 
trict is evidently closer than was sup- 
posed . and With the dissension which 
Is brewing In the Democratic ranks 
there is a possibility of Republican

Congressman 
Eugene N Foss has been regarded as 
a strong candidate to head the ticket, 
hut ex-Sena' r James H. Vahey re- 
fuses to accede to the demands of the 
part) lead, is to withdraw, declaring 
his Intention to remain In the field and 
secure the nomination for governor it 
possible Within the last few da>« 
there has been a good deal of talk 
alone the line of Mr. Foss being a 
candidate for re-election In the Four- 
teenth district Cndoubtedly this would 
ph ase the Democrats of that district, 
but It would disarrange a good many

Cost-of- Living Commission Holds 
Gold Responsitle For Increased 
Prices — Tariffs and Trusts Only 
Very Small Factors 

The Interest In political circles al- 
most exclusively centers around the 
Democratic nominations for governor. 
It seems to be taken for granted that 
almost the entire Democratic state 
machine now favors the nomination 
of Congressman Eugene N Foes rath- 
er than ex-Senator .lames H . Vahey 
or Watertown. it is perfectly natural 
that this should he so for at least one 
Important reason. Mr. Foss has. 
money to run a campaifin and Mr. 
Vahey has none. The Democrat j 
composing the machine are well aware 
that their campaign cannot he con. 
ducted without a liberal use of funds. 
It costs a latKe amount of money to 
hire halls for rallies, to secure the 
employment of nu n to do campaign- 
ing aliout the state, to work up nat- 
uralization and registration, and 
ftnallv to get the voters to the polls on 
election day. 

It Is said on high authority that If 
Mr. Foss is not the Democratic candi- 
date for governor, ha will not be on 
the ticket at all, and the question of 
funds for the campaign would then be- 
come acute. Democratic workers 
like to have money to spend, there- 
fore they like a candidate whose nom- 
ination means an abundant fund. 

There are some who believe that 
Mr, Vahey will finally see the light, 
and rather than engage In a campaign 
without funds, will step aside, and 
allow Mr, Foss to be nominated. If 
he should do this some of Ids friends 
would feel that he had shown the 
white feather and had given 'ip his 
birthright for a mess of pottage. They 
feel absolutely certain that if he were 
nominated he would be elpcted. They 
are probably over-sanguine, but their 
confidence is splendid. There are 
others who say that Mr Vahey will 
not be cajoled nor driven. They be- 
lieve that he la confronted by a deter- 
mined crowd of political self seekers, 
hut that he realizes he has the rank 
and file of the party solidly at his 
back, that he will fluht to the last 
ditch, and that then if defeated for 
the nomination he will acquiesce In 
the result as gracefully as he can. 
The Cost of Living Report 
The state commission to Investigate 
and report upon the Increased cost of 
living has performed the task en- 
trusted to it and has made Its report 
to the legislature. The commission 
was composed of Republicans, Demo- 
crats and labor men, and Its conclu- 
sions were unanimous. In a "word, 
it was found that the hish cost of liv- 
ing was due almost exclusively to the 
enormous increase in the production 
| and mintage of cold during the last 
ten or fifteen years, and that t| 
trusts, the tariff, and the labor situa- 
tion were not responsible to any ap- 
preciable extent. Included in the re- 
port was the opinion of Professor \V. 
(}. Sumner of Yale, acknowledged to 
have been one of the greatest political 
economists In thp world. In which he 
stated that he knew of no cause which 
could produce a world-wide rise In 
prices such as now exists except the 
Increase In the production of gold, 
and the supply of gold and currency. 
Professor Sumner, who died less than 
a month ago. was an outspoken free- 
trader, and never lost an opportunity 
to assail the protective tariff It Is 
therefore taken for granted that If he 
dad believed the tariff to have been 
.•esponslble even In a slinht degree for 
the high cost of llvinc he would not 
have hesitated to say so 

The report has not yet been printed, 
but It Is expected that it will appear 
about the first of .June. It will con- 
tain some eight or nine hundred 
pages . and should be one of the most 
valuable documents ever printed by 
the commonwealth. So far the lesis- 
lature has only provided for an edi- 
tion of nine hundred copies It Is he- 
lleved, however, that an effort will he 
made to have this number greatly in- 
creased . so that all citizens who are 
Interested can obtain the Information 
which the commission has prepared 
for them. 

The Income Tax Defeated 
The legislature has. after a strenu- 
ous contest, voted against allowing 
congress to impose an Income tax ui>on 
the citizens of Massachusetts I regard- 
less of population). Practically the 
entire quota of Democratic members 
voted In favor of the tax. There was, 
however, an ample margin against the 
measure when It came to a vote in the 
house, and Massachusetts thus set its 
real of disapproval upon this method 
Df taxation by the national govern- 
ment Of the two or three Democrats 
who opposed the measure, Frank H. 
I'ope of Leominster made an especial' 
ly able argument. 

The Republican state committee is 
ilready beginning to wake up the 
rtty and town committees of the 
commonwealth to a pitch where active 
work can be beeun forthwith on 
the n< xt campaign The city and 
town committees of Urocktou and 

i 



I's vicinity already have been 
railed together in conference and an 
appeal made to their members to set 
the campaign in motion. It is realized 
not only by the state committee but 
by Republicans generally that the 
next campaign Is to be an extremely 
active one on both Bides, and that if 
tli>- Republicans Intend to win it will 
be necessarj to begin work at once.

Color of a room makes lis atmosphere, 
it may he i lieerflll or sad. cozy or dis 
ttllt'ing. according to its quality and 
force Without color a room is much 

like a bale canvas, which might, but 
does not. give ii vivid picture of some 
phase ot life The colorless room has 
nothing io tell of the character of its 
occupants 

Color in a house Includes much that 
Is classed as furniture, it applies to 
caipeis. draperies and ornaments, but 
It . - s| and pre-eminently applied to 
wall iieatiueut, In selecting color for 
a single room or for an entire house 
certain poluts must be borne in mind 
'I he lirst is that one person does not 
make a home. It takes the combined 
Influence and personality of every per- 
son living under the roof to give its 
true character, livery book, every pic- 
ture, every carefully selected plecW of 

furniture, brought into the house 
makes it a part of a beautiful whole, 
and no house can be absolutely perfect 
without nil these evidences of family 
life. 

Good rules to follow in selecting col- 
ors for any room are to make the 
Choice on this basis; 

With reference to the light in the 
room. 

With rrference to other colors in ad- 
joining rooms 

With reference to the general char- 
acter of the furnishing

Tbe number, size and placing of the 
windows also greatly affect the Inten- 
sity of the color It must always i„.

1HE GRADE CROSSING ABO- 
LITION VOI SETTLED? 

At the town meeting last Friday even- 
ing a majority "i ili" 1 men present 
voted in favor of a!i in lolling all procetd- 
ings fm [lie abolition oi the grade cross 
ing in Wini besti r. (such c< urse to b>- 
without prejudice to bringing further 
proceedings), and thai the town should 
do nothing w hatever, but let the Railroad 
put in subways .it the - 1 . 1 1 1- in and the 
center, and narrow .1 »wn tin gate limits, 
so that by improved gates am! fencing 
there might be a greater control ol pis- 
sage at tlit; square. 

In this action, did the town 1 1 > r • .v\ .m .> v 
a great onportumtv? Not if it no longer 
Cares to have the grade crossing abol 
ished. N >t if il b< lieves its ai tion ut five 
years ago in directing a suit to accom 
plish an abolition was unwise and un 
timely. Not n il values security oi hfi 
and property less than 'I tlid hve years 
ago, and less than il lias done in its pel 
gistent prosecution ot its suit from that 
time until now. Not it it is i ontent to 
abide tin' great inconvenience of having 
the onlv passage ovei the tracks at the 
center of the town closed half the time by 
gates Not if it is indifferent to having 
the central portion of the town detet iorate 
rathe than improve, 

Befoie this vote, there was finally held 
out tu the town, undei advantageous i ir 
cumstauces, just what il had repeatealy 
voted for, and had sought and labored 
to i il .tain by persistent litigation, for hve 
years. Tlie committee of live leportmg 
last week declared in town meeting that 
the Railroad was fair and liberal in utter 
ui^; to share hi i ordiug to the statutes all 
the expense up to Jjixj.ooo, hi acceding 
to the town's plan of abolition. The 
sprci.il • ommission on grade crossing is 
known to be accommodating to tin- 
town, and desirous ol reporting what the 
town and the othei parties agree upon 
The holders of tin- greatei pari ol the 
property affected, who could claim dam 
ages, have agreed to arbitrate their dam 
ages. Of the othei holdeis of property 
affected, very few would litigate. The 
properly ut oui Irieild who always liti- 
gates and prospers in so doing, would be 
su slightly affected, he could not carry off 
great profits tins tune, Who could re 
< uver great damages by arbitration m 
by jury 1 U is buucouiDe and false alarm 
to tear that anybody could, lor, as said 
by one spr-nkel in the last meeting, there 
nre no tine properties in the central <lis 
trict, no properties which could 1 »■ greatly 
injured,- and .ill the large holders agtee 
to leave the enitre qiit slum to the seven 
named arbitrators. 

What more favorable conditions could 
we ask? Su favorable conditions could 
never have been expected, Did the town 
ever think that land owners would walk 
up and sa\ they would claim no damages, 
or could stale just what their damages 
would be, it these great changes were 
made? Kxpei ting to settle damages as 
best it could, and regardless nt methods 
of settlement, the town voted for the 
abolition proceedings and has repeatedly 
voted to persist in them; no man, no 
commit'ee, can surely estimate in advance 
what the measure of any man's dam- 
ages may be, It is exceptional that 
owners are willing to agree in advance 
to arbitrate and join u ith the town in 
naming the arbitrators. 

The hguies stated at the meeting as 
being the estimates piesented in the 
various hearings should not be alarm- 
ing,— $25.t,ooOi for the whole cost ol the 
town's pi m ol abolition, rite men who 
have made the most examination and 
have followed the case through all its 
hearings, d<> not believe that an addition 
n | $100,000 could be required at the worst, 
tu p,n all costs of coustructon and settle 
all daiuagi s 

The town has repeatedly voted that a 
single brulge near the station would be 
inadequati and unsatisfactory. It knows 
that if two bridges are built, it must pay 
the entire COStS and damages ut one Ol 
them. The town's counsel stated to the 
meeting that all the Low ers and men in 
all interests who have attended the hear- 
ings, with the exception ol one member 
oi the grade-crossing commission, re- 
gard the town's plan ot carrying the 
highway over the railroad at the center 
as the method of abolition best for the 
town. Some ot our best men are op 
posed to It: the past proceedings have 
fixed them in this opposition. By tar the 

greatei number of our citizens, however, 
are in favor of the town's plan, 

Personally, when the town hist voted 
almost unanimously, to institute proceed 
ings for abolition of the grade crossing, 
I thought the grt at undertaking and ex 
pense might be deterred a little longer, 
but I have never abated Ironi supporting 
the town's conclusion, 1 have never had 
any employment other than simply to see 
to it that the center should not be closed 
up, I have no other employment now. 
1 do not u present many ol the land 
owners, and mv impression is that most 
of the land owners, unfortunately, are 
more content to stick in tht mud with 
their old buildings, if gates can still re- 
main at the center, than to have radical 
improvements made. My action in town 
meeting always has been, and in wiiting 
this is, upon my individual conviction and 
responsibility only. 



What is before us? If the town's plan 
should prevail there would be a high and 
homely bridge structure at the center, 
This should not be disguised. The ap- 
pioach to it trom Chur< h street would be 
easy, tiom other streets at considerable 
grade. Thi-tr.nk--w.aild be depressed 
verv little, it at all, but they would nol 
be r.used. 'l in whole area about the 
square would be raised and improved for 
ail time. Better structutes would take 
the pi ice of the shai ks wl ich so ill com 
port wth the beuity of this residential 
town, and good buildings will not be con- 
trui ted m this an a until the grades are 
separated With the tow n's plan a< co n- 
nlished the central business portion ol 
the town will all be changed for the bet 
tcr, and will yield much heavier taxes. 

Until the guides are separated, with the 
increased number oi ti.un->, the greater 
number of electrics crossing over, the in 
crease. 1 number ot automobiles and the 
more numerous population, the gates 
must be closed half the time; and the de- 
lays and inconvenience of passing, will, 
in mere cost of time expended, every year 
tar out -weigh the interest on the highest 
possinle measure ot abo'ition costs. The 
growth and advancement are so great 
the tow •! i annul afford to live in this tem- 
porizing, inconvenient and dangerous 
grade crossing fashion, It is out ot har- 
mony with the spirit and history, of the 
community, 

Some gentlemen still look to see the 
tracks raised through the town and the 
highway carried underneath them. To 
say nothing of the disfigurement of a 
town division wall, the noise and dm from 
upraised trai ks, and the danger in a cen- 
tral crossing of sharp angled streets at a 
low level below the tr.u ks, would be a 
dieadful intiictii >n. 

It the town would foresta'l a portentous 
future, st cure an abolition which i oming 
generations will approve and avoid pos- 
sible catastrophies, its strong men better 
have a revision of last week's action, 
which was contrary to the logical 
sequence of all the facts and arguments 
produced, avail ol what has been gamed, 
adi ipt anew ihe li >w n plan get the needed 
legislation early in the coming year and 
still ptose, ute the plan with patient pur- 
pose, without vai illation or timidity.

Kor cities ot any considerable popula- 
tion sum. sort of representative system 
ol government is uecessary, while for 
small oi nu derate sized communities 
nothing has evet vet been devised which 
is so satisfactory and effective as the New 
England town meeting; this, however, 
with all its advantages, has certain draw- 
backs, and the meeting last Fliday even- 
ing was a good illustration of some of the 
weaknesses. The men s need not be 
dwelt upon, these are Sllflii lently well 
understood; tne defects are apparently 
asserting themselves here in Winchester 
more and more every year, through the 
action of a small number of individuals. 

Some of the speaking a week ago 
showed town-meeting government at us 
best; one might accept ut rejec t the argu- 
ments advanced, that is immaterial; the 
point is the speakers themselves had evi- 
dently given careful thought to the sub- 
ject and were expressing their holiest 
convictions. On the other hand there are 
those who are re. kless in their reflections 
upon the disinteiestedness or honoi and 
integrity of citizens who are giving their 
best thought and the fruits of their ex- 
pt rience to the serviceoi the tow u. Men 
ot reputation and standing ale assailed 
almost as if tlu v were rummoii criminals, 
assailed, tuu, by individuals who ought 
to have the sense and decency to recog- 
nize that they at least are not ol the i liar- 
a. n t to set themstlves up in judgment 

over others. 

It would hardly be worth while to Use up 
tune and spa, e over this matter, exc ept 

tor one or two reasons. The tow n mei t 
nig form ot government is our most 

precious political heritage, and should call 
into serivce the best talent of the com- 
munity. Many good cituens are so dis- 
gusted with the ai Hons ot a tew that they 
do n..t have the patience to attend town 
meetings and are unw illiug to hold tow n 
office, one of whose rewards is ignorant 
and irresponsible criticism. This is not 
a commendable, but it is at any rate an 
explicable attitude of mind toward town 
meeting attendance and office-holding. 

S iiiu ot us (myself included) believe it 
wisti to iguoie absolutely the carping 
criticism ot tmivetsal censors. The situ- 
ation, however, is somewhat different 
when reputations are assailed; or w hen 
our town government is rendered less 
effective, or the motives and devotion ut 
town otti. i ds. m the peltorm.mee ol their 
duties, r. n J m the expenditute of thou 
sands and tens ot thousands ot dollars, 
.lie maligned by persons whose opinions. 
UlltOltunately accepted by some, are 
nevertheless not worth the breath or 
paper used in expressing them. 

What is the remedy? Thete is .me, 
drastic but legal, which is doubtless fa- 
miliar t" those who have served as 
moderator, and maybe learned bv others 
Who i are to look up the law on the Sub- 
ject.

COURSE < 1 V STUDY. 

1. The Principal of the High S.diool will be in his office daily, 
except Tuesday, from '.i.'.iO to 5 p. in. for consultation with pupils in 
the High School or the graduating class of the Wadleigh Grammar 
School or Willi their parents. 

2. During the month of May , each pupil shall choose his course 
and electives, with the consent of bis parents and the approval of 
the Principal. 

a\ It is urged that, so far as possible, pupils shall plan their 
work for the entire high school course at the end of the gramma r 
school course, and shall study carefully from year to year the 
entrance requirements of the college err higher school for which 
they wish to be fitted. 

4. Pupils shall not change courses or drop subjects except with 
the approval of the Principal. 

5. A pupil may elect work offered for the year in which he is 
classified or for previous years : be may also elect required sub- 
jects from courses other than his own. 

t>. Pupils may elect typewriting without electing stenography, 
but those electing stenography mint also take typewriting. 

7. Pupils in the general course who elect a foreign language 
shall pursue it for three years unless excused for exceptional reasons 
by the Principal. 

S. Pupils who intend to enter Harvard University are advised 
to devote five years to preparation. 

9. Pupils shall be classified as first, second, third and fourth 
year pupils; 12 diploma points a g required for promotion to the 
second year class, 28 to the third year class, and is to the fourth 
y ear class. 

in. Thi' passing mark in every s ibjeet is Tu per cent. This 
shall be determined by combining the daily mark and the examina- 
tion mark in the ratio of :{ audi. Pupils who have a recitation 
record of 85 per cent or more in any subject- will be excused from 
the examination in that subject. 

11. A pupil whose excuse for absence from an examination is 
satisfactory to the Principal may receive a mark which is the 
average of the recitation marks during the term. 

12. A pupil will not be allowed without special permission 
from the Principal, to continue any subject after receiving a mark 
below 70 per cent during any two consecutive months, anil if a 
pupil fails to maintain a passing mark for two months in thirteen 
recitation hours of work, be may be suspended by the Principal. 

13. Pupils will not be allowed to take advanced work in any 
subject in which a condition has been received until the condition 
has been removed by an examination in which a mark of 75 per 
cent has been obtained. 

14. In order to assist pupils and tu give them an opportunity 
tu make up deficiencies, each teacher will return from three to four 
p. in. on one school day each week, at least one teacher returning 
each afternoon. In addition, each afternoon from three to tour, a 
teacher will have charge of a room to which pupils who have failed 
in the preparation of any lesson ot the day may be required to 
report for study. 

la. Pupils w ho make up work in which they have been defic- 
ient or in which they have lost recitations without good reason 
will have a previous low mark on the teacher's records changed tu 
70 per cent or higher if the work is made up to the satisfaction of 
the teacher. 

18. Pupils who are absent with a satisfactory excuse, or un 
account of illness, shall make up sueh'proportion of their w ork lost 
as the teachers deem essential to their progress and will be 
marked on said work when made up as if rec iting in class. The 
Principal shall decide as to the equity in all cases. Pupils who wish 
to return tu receive special assistance must in every ease notify 
teachers in advance. 

17. Pupils who complete the proper courses with ratings of 
not less than 75 per cent in any subject may enter the Normal 
Schools of the Commonwealth and all of the colleges of New Eng- 
land, except Harvard, the Institute of Technology and Yale, with- 
out examination. Pupils who wish permission to take the prelimi- 
nary examinations for Harvard. Yale or the Institute of Tech- 
nology, must also attain standings of not less than 75 per cent 

15. Diplomas will be granted to pupils who have passed in a 
total of 64 diploma points including all the required work of one 
course. Diplomas will be gra led and granted " with highest honor,"

What Is Fitzgerald's Motive? 
It is evident to most level headed 
people that the mayoi i>> making se- 
lections which the hoard cannot ap- 
prove is trying to create political cap 
lt.il ami to force an amendment of the 
charter so as to give him a free hand 
In appointments. Thus far it Is felt 
that he has merely been payinn his 
political debts in the apiKiintments ho 
has made, largely, as many think.

Governor Draper Growing In Strength 

There are plenty of indications that 
Governor Draper is growing in strength 
with the people and that the situation 
from a Republican standpoint is much 
better than it was a few weeks ago. 
For one thing, the report of the com- 
mission to Investigate the increase in 
the cost of living has shown up the 
dishonesty of the Democratic party 
In Its attempt to place the responRlbil- 
ty for this condition upon the Repub- 
lican tariff law.

GRADE CROSSING 

DISCISSION. 

Replv to Alfred S. Hall. 



"Man's evil manners live in brass, his 
virtues we writ-- in water" says the 
world's greatest poet. Ii 1 possess anj 
vittues whatever, I w ill not in ntion them 
in this ti t if le, pip I I i desire co reply to 
Mr. Hall's public statem fit regarding 
my "evil manners" in last week's STAR. 
Certainly Ins words are not gulden but in 
the highest degree brazen, unkind and 
untruthful. I am n 't an expert at throw- 
ing mud I jut I can on occasions speak ihe 
truth and I will try to limit mysell to that 
virtue in this attii le. 

In speaking "t possible grade i rossing 
damages, Mr. II. ill plainly relers to me 
when he --.a-*, "The property of out 
friend who always litigates and piospers 
in so doing would so slightly affected, 
he could not carry ulf greal profits this 
time." His first statement is that I al- 
ways litigate. This is untrue for in the 
coutse of a long and very busy careei I 
have never brought .1 suit or been sued 
in the general conduct of my business. I 
h ue never seen the time when 1 thought 
litigation paid in business and I have 
kept deal 'it it even 11 I lost mone) bv so 
doing. I have taken out sunn- thirty 
patents on inventions a'ld one of these 
was attacked but I defended it and won 
out. Does Mr. II. ill know of .1 manu- 
facturing inventoi who has done better 
than this 111 defending ins inventions? 
Besides my regular business, I have had 
charge of .1 trust estate which from its 
nature, I have had to defend from en- 
croachment ol abutters who usually 
through ignorance or carelessness, 
have taken possession ol parts of 
it. The committee who built the 
Town II. ill asked permission to trt-at 
estate land next the town lot as it the 
town owm-d it. The request was granted 
and the old pond line destroyed. In after 
years the town put .1 sewer through this 
borrowed land not recognizing private 

ownership and without making any 
arrangements with the owners as it did 
with adjoining estates. Did I iuig.it-- this 
little matter? No, I induced the select- 
men to appoint a committee who with the 
assistanc e of town counsel, town engineer 
and sewer board arbitrated the matter 
with me and tin- present line was fixed 
upon and the town sewer allowed to re- 
Hwrtn o i l mwH c land-. Not o»e <*enr was 
paid the estate and the town has con- 
tinued to iis- the land lo this day without 
paying anything foi it What "great 
proht" did I "carry off" in tins trans- 
action? In the matter of tilling into the 
mill pond by abuttots, I refei to Beggs 
and Cobb who iuadvi rtantlv did much 
tilling on estate land, I called their at- 
tention to tins tiespass and placed all my 
evidence at their disposal. John John- 
son, E*q., ol Woburn, went over the 
whole evidence foi Reggs and Cobb and 
recommended a settlement which I had 
proposed in the lirst place. No money 
passed but a new line was established and 
litigation avoided. Not a cent of 
"profit" tins ime bill an invitation to 
a dinner at a Boston hotel to celebrate 
the happy termination ol the affair was all 
my recompense. John s. Lyman, Nelson 
street, through ignorance, filled up much 
pond land which he had no legal right 
to fill.

lage. The firm w as very desirous not to 
trespass in the matter of tilling upon the 
mill property and at Mr. George Bla n . 
chard's earnest request, w ho came after 
me in a carriage, I went to the new lum- 
ber yard and advised the owners in re- 
gard to their riglJt to till the mill pond. 
They laid my evidence oefore counsel 
Alfreds. Hall, who placed no confidence 
in it and advised tilling into the pond 
without my c onsent as i had no right to 
stop the idling. Tlie tinn was very 
gentlemanly 111 the matter but followed 
Mr. Hall's advice as they should do as 
their legal adviser. The outcome was 
not quite as pleasant as 111 tlie other cases 
ot illegal tilling I have cited, tor the court 
promptly issued. in injunction restraining 
all filling ot the mill pond until Mr. flail 
showed cause why tilling should not be 
permanently enjoined.

Milk Situdtion in Wim he«.tor Dis- 
cussed. 

Notwithstanding the samll amount ..' 
advei ttsing, die to lack of tune, a gather 
ins ot about 80 persons attended the 
hearing before the I! iardof Health in the 
small Town Hall on Wednesday eve nins, 
and some- iuteiesting tacts weic pre 

sellted. 

The hearing was he ld m response to a 
petition presented to Me- board bv Jared 
lb Thoi lltoil, signed by some 5k) pi 1 son*, 
and reading as follows: 

"We, the undersigned customers ol 
Jared 1). Thornton, are perfectly satisfied 
with the quality of milk furnished by bun. 

and herewith e xpre ss ourselves as de sir 
illg to continue being se rved with the 
milk without sterilizing ot his bottles " 

l'he- ruling by the- Board of He alth a 
year ago was to the effect that all milk 
dealers must wash in boiling water or 
sterilize all milk bottles. The dealers 
complain that this entails installing special 
apparatus and increases expenses, mak- 
ing their continuing in the business up. 
p. issible, 

Ot the town dealers it was said that 
one- has sold his business, one- v,ive-n up 
his business, and the others (largely) state 
that they will discontinue their routes 
when the- enforcement is made. 

The ruling was made in M iy, 1909. 
Eor eight mouths it was not enforced, 
and the hoard propose now to 1 ufotce it 
with the issuing ot licenses May ;,ist 

Tiie hearing was opened by Mi lve-s 
toi the board, and numerous speakers 
gave th.-ir opinion. < >t the- gathering 
present about So odd. but tour spoke m 
iavor of the enforcement oi the- rule. The 
attendance included most ( >t the- doc tors, 
practcially all of the milk dealers, about 
20 ladies, ami many repesentative citi- 
zens. It would appear, to stllll up the- 
healing, that the best milk dealers those 
furnishing satisfactory milk unde r the 
present c onditions -would give- up the-ir 
business if the rule was enforced. The 
residents 01 the town prefer to take milk 
ol loc id dealers, supplying Winc hester 
milk nuclei the- prese nt conditions than to 
have Sterilized milk from outside. 

Mr. Ives stated that it was his belief 
that no dealer had sold out his business 
on account of the board's ruling; he be- 
lieved that no other dealer would not he 
able to take care- of his tiacle under it, 
and that special apparatus was not 

needed.

This brought up the question ot the 
local dealers raising the price, Mr. Her- 
ron stating thai if the petitioners clesired 
local milk they should be willing to pay 
more lor it in otder that the local dealer 
could make a proht. Mr. Thornton 
stated that he did not imagine tor a 
moment that he- c ould get enough cus- 
tomers who weiulel agree to a raise in 
price to enable him to continue to do 
business. 

It appeared that the question under dis- 
cussion, although t. •clinically applying 
only to Mr. Tnornton, would affect all ot 
the de-.ile-is doing business he-re, and what 
action the board would take was unde- 
cided. 

From the attitude of those present it 
appeared that the majority ot citizens 
prefer to receive their milk ftoni local 
dealers, and are willing to receive it in 
bottles which are not sterilized. The 
Board oi Health feels that the local 
dealers will not be forced to sell or go 
out of business it their ruling is enforced, 
but the public at large believe they will 
lose their local supply it it is enforced. 
That all agree that sterilizing is a gocxi 
thing is evident, but in view that absolute 
control is not possible, local milk met

AtCIDENIS 

IN WINCHESTER. 

Editor of thk Stab : 

At the rec ent special town meeting a 
gentleman ask»d me it I could te-ll him 
what proportion ot tin- tailroad accidents 
in recent \ e-ars had o . urre-d at the station 
and what at the crossing. I could not at 
that time-; but since the meeting I have 
e ndeavored to secure tin- information 
which would enable nu- to answer the? 
question positively. From the rec ord 
m the- tow n clerk's oftii e and from talking 
w ith the gateman at the: crossing, who 
has been the-re twenty live years, I hud 

the- tae ts to be- as follows: 

In the last ten years the-re have bee:n 
nine fatalities in Winchester caused by 
rai load accidents. Eight of the se were 
pedestrians; one, a man driving a milk 
wagon. One oi the nine occurred ;t i 
We-dg.-mere; two on the track, at night, 
probably north ol Ihe crossing or south 
of Wed^t'tru-re the record is not quite 
definite as to the exac t point m these two 
cases: two at the crossing; three at the 
depot, and one between the depot and 
the crossing. The single- c ase of an acci 
d< nt to a team at the < rossing is the only 
one I ran find any rce ord of m the last 

twenty-five years, and that occurred, as 
many citizens will remember, through a 
Combination of circumstances which 
would be quite rare. There was a thick 
iog at the- time and the bells in the sw itch- 
man's i rossing were rot working. 

From this statement of facts 1 feel that 
I did not overstate the case when I 
claimed that there was as much danger, 
or more- to human lite at the station ami 
along the tracks outside of the crossing 
as at the crossing proper. 

These facts in iy also enable that other 
gentleman, who could not recall .mv fatal- 
ity at the station except that of a dog, 
hereafter to speak with more positive- 
liess on this point.

The electric bell on the kitchen wall 
announces that someone is on the (rout 
stoop who would like to see the lady o< 
tii.- house. She dries her hands, re- 
arranges her hair am! g< >es to the d.«.r 
with never a thought ot the faithful little 
servant, electricity, who stands guard al 
the portal ready at .ill times to annoum e 
tue coming ol v isitors. 

The electrii bell is tnure or less a 
mysten to most folk who d > not com- 
prehend how pressure on a little button 
lit side the front door will ring a bell in 
the kitchen. They know it is an electric 
bell but how the little device works is a 
mysten far beyond their knowledge of 
si ientthi subjei u. 

The electric bell is a very simple de- 
vice, taking only a little curient Iroin a 
diyorwet battery through bell-ringing 
transformers. The little button on the 
door-jamb i-. a spring device which 
keeps the circuit open between the b:tt- 
tery or transtormer and the bell. The 
pressure of a finger closes the i ir uit and 
the elei tni ity Hashes over the line to the 
bell. The bell itself i-. somewhat more 
ntricate than it looks. In the little box 
beneath the bell are two small coils ol 
fine insulated wire wrapped tightly about 
soft it on cores. < >i course, when eltc- 
Iricity Hows through the insulated wire ol 
these coils the soft iron co»es become 
magnets, These magnets attract a soft 
iron pi ite att.e In d to the lowei end ol 
the bell clapper. This iron plate is las- 
tened to a sttel spring but the magnet-, 
are powerful enough to overcome the 
ai lion ot the spring and p> pull the plate 
towards it. Tins ai tion pulls the clapper 

down ami at a Certain point the plate 
breaks the electric circuit, deploying the 
pulling force ot the magnets, and the steel 
springs throw the clapper back against 
the lu ll. Of course, the circuit is then 
closed again and the action is repealed 
as long as the button is pushed.

Once the dealer delivers his milk his 
responsibility i-- ended and that of the 
consumer begins. All milk cannot be 
delivered to everybody live minutes be- 
fore breakfast and consumers should re 
member that the) go to bed at night with 
everything in the house for breakfast ex- 
cept milk, and that the milkman cannot 
be everywhere at once. 

Milk should never be allowed to stand 
tor nours betore being placed in the ice 
box, and when it is delivered m the early 
morning piovision for icing it in the 
warm weather should b<- made. When 
[he milk is put in the ii e box it should be 
placed n< \t the ii <•. or at h a t in a place 
where the temperature is 511 degrees 
Kihrenh it. Milk, like many other 
articles ot diet, absorbs odors very easily; 
here it should be kept tightly covered all 

the tune. 

A common practise is to pom ofl some 
ot the milk into a pitcher, place the 
pitcher on tin- dining table during the 
meal, ,md then pour the remainng milk 
back into the bottle aftt r the milk has 
stood in a warm room tor an hour or so. 
1 Ins temperature causes the souring 
bacteria to increase very rapidly in the 
pit. her and w hen the milk is poured back 
with the cold milk the whole sours very 
quickly.

Fo-ei'/ners Want Our Market 

"Tlx American people buy and w r ar 
rtn.ro woolen clothing than an) other 
people, and the United states u the 
pre. it. sr wool-consuming country In 
the woi .1! it is the keen hunger of 
European manufacturers and Import- 
ers for the vast American market that 
is the chief motive behind the c >n- 
Itant assault upon schedule K. The 
Schedule is denounced as excessive, 
as extortionate. as "prohibitive." 
Hut a great part of the apparently 
high protection in woolen goods Is 
really only the duty required to com- 
pensate American manufai turers for 
the duty on their wool. Our imports 
nf Europe an fabrics aro already largo, 
and are steadily Increasing under the 
new tariff. These Imports amounted 
to |19,17S,024 in the fir-t nine months 
of this new law, as compared with 
$13,716,776 In the corresponding nine 
months of the previous y< ar. The 
goods that are bo heavily lmi*orted 
pome into direct competition, most of 
tie tn, with '!:■• good* prod iced in the 
mills of Masstehusetts, and any sc- 
vere reductl>n it the protective duty 
on these goor',* an.'od bri"vg disaster 
to a treat Massachusetts Industry.

Mr Winthrop I. Marvin of rioston , 
secretary of the National Associa- 
tion of Woolen Manufactun rs . 
and for several years editor of the 
lloston Journal, has given t'Us paper 
an Interview which clears up many 
misunderstandings In regard to the 
woolen schedule. In It he states: 
An Attack on Massa«husetts 

"It Is well fo remember that an at- 
tack on schedule K, the wool and 
woolen schedule of the tariff, Is dis- 
tinctively an nttack upon the pros- 
perity of Mn achusetts, for this 

state Is the chief centre of wool 

manufacturing la America. Nearly 
one-third of all the woolen cloths and 
dress goods made In the entire coun- 
try an' made in Massachusetts mills 
by Massachusetts wage-earners 
Pennsylvania, tie' next state, is far 
below us in the value of its woolen 
product, and Massachusetts has three 
times as much at slake In this Import- 
ant textile piai'tf'cture as the great 
state of New York . 

"If tin- t irelgn and domestic ene- 
mies of schedule K were to 8U0CI ed in 
their onslaught upon the protective 
t.ulff. Massachusetts would suffer a 
more terrible hiss than all the rest of 
the country combined, because our 
mills are largely engaged In the high- 
er forms of manufacture where the 
protection which the tariff gives tn 
American capital and lahor Is most In- 
dispensable. A quarter of a million 
of our people are dependent In a 
greater or less decree on the welfare 

of this Industry. Yet, so bigoted and 
blind a thing sometimes Is political 
partisanship that a great many of our 
politicians and a considerable part ot 
our newspapers are recklessly joining 
in the outcry of hostile Interests 
against the protection that gives M is 
sachusetts this business and our 
wage-earners their livelihood. 

No Duties Were Increased 
"The impression which the public 
press, or a part of It. has been pro- 
moting, that the new Aldrich- Payne 
tariff Increased the duties on woolen ' 
goods and thereby caused an Increase 
In the prices of such fabrics, is un- 
qualifiedly false. The manufacturers 
dpi not ask for a single Increase of 
duty, and none was made The only 
rhanues frovi 'he Dtngley law are re- 
ductions of duty on tops, yarns ami 
dress goods Last year, while the 
new tariff was being framed In con- 
gress, advances were made in prices . 
of certain Kinds of cloth and dress 
goods, but the reason Tor these was 
not any increased rate of dut> . hut a 
considerable advance In the cost of the , 
wool out of which the fabrics were ■ 
manufactured . 

"Thus, staple tine to fine madlum 
territorial wool, which had sold In 
October, 1908, for 60 cents a pound, 
scoured, had advanced in October, 
1909, to ;:. to 7* cents a pound. There 
bail been no increase In the wool 
duty, that had remained exactly tin' 
same Hut the country had recovered 
from the tlnanci.il panic of 1907-1908, 
there was a general resumption ot 
confidence, a quickening of indus- 
trial activity. The price of wool ad- 
vanced, not because of a higher tar- 
iff, for there had been no higher tar- 
iff, hut in response to the ancient and 
inexorable law of demand and supply. 
There was a demand for wool, he- 
rause with the restoration of confl- 
lence and a return of prosperity there 
was a demand for clothing from the 
people Moreover, there had come a 
considerable advance in the wages ot 
the operatives. These are the things 
that (-.impelled an Increase tn tho 
price, because they had compelled an 
Increase in the actual cost of making, 
of some fabrics, as much as 5, 10 or 
15 percent l»ut now In the face ot 
disturbed political conditions, wool Is 
again falling. Staple fine and fine 
medium territory wool is quoted now 
at 6(1 to 62 cents a scoured pound, 
and many fabrics have been reduced 
in price. Some manufacturers an-

A public school committee of tin* 
Woman's Urani h of this organization is 
energetically taking up the question ol 
thirft teaching and is preparing to send a 
letter with detailed suggestions to .ill 
women's clubs throughout the state. It 
is understood that a committee of Boston 
school principals have a similar under- 
taking in hand, and that elsewhere the 
problem is under serious consideration.

They 
feel that he is being thrust aside to 
give place to a man in their opinion 
no stronger and In some respects not 
as likely to win as Mr Vahey. 

It Is quite within the limits of pos- 
sibility that before the Democratic 
state convention registers its choice 
there will be a very stiff fleht put up 
by the Vahey contingent and that 
there will ho some pretty plain speak- 
ing as to the actual causes which 
■would seem to impel the Democratic 
party to discard Mr. Vahey. 

Canadians on Reciprocity Issue 

The banquet held by the Inter- 
colonial club In Boston last week. 1 
brought out some live facts regarding 
further reciprocity with Canada. The! 
treaty lately negotiated under the 
Fayne-Aldrich hill does not ko as far 1 
as many would like, but it seems to 
be a question whether Oinada herself 
desires anvthlng further The domin- 
ion Is evidently not In a st ite of mind 

over her relations with the United 
States, and if there is to be any re- 
ciprocity beyond what now exists It Is 
appurent that this country will be ! 
asked to concede fully as much as she ! 
gains by the bargain 

There were three eminent f'ana- i 
dlans present at this dinner. Premiei 
J Douglas Hazen of New Brunswick, 
former Premier A. li. Warburton <>t 
Prince Edward Island, and Hon Al- 
fred B. Moraine, former minister Ot 
finance and attorney general of New- j 
foundland. They are of sufficient 
prominence to know the sentiment ot 
the dominion and probably expressed 
It correctly, when they all said prac- 
tically the same thing, that is: that 
Canada had outgrown her swaddling 
clothes; that the time had passed 
when the markets of the United States 
were necessary to her prosperity; that 
the recently discovered wealth of min- 
erals and water power, and her grow- 
ing supremacy In the production ot 
food staples, as well as the possession 
of the last great lumber supply of the 
world, had given her a feeling of In- 
dependence, expressed In the deter- 
mination shown In every provlnoe, 
that a general reciprocity treaty be- 
tween Canada and the I'nited states 
could only be posslbe when the over- 
tures came from the latter, and that 
Canada will then negotiate such a 
treaty only upon terms which shall be 
pleasing to her. 

As a matter of fact the United 
States has already made several such 
overtures to Canada, but has general- 
ly found that the latter was unwilling 
to concede enougn to make the trad' 1 
a profitable one for us. President 
Taft is stid trying to make a treats 
with Canada. 

There was a laree number of lead- 
tne Democrats present at that ban- 
quet. Including Henry M. Whitney ot 
Brookline, former Senator James H. 
Vahey of Watertown, Mayor J, F. 
Fitzgerald of Boston, Charles S. Ham- 
itn of Mattapolsett , former Mayoi 
Josiah Qnlncy of Boston, and Freder- 
ick J. McLeod, cnairman of the Dem- 
ocratic state committee. 

The opinions expressed by the dis- 
tinguished guests were evidently noi 
at all pieaslng to an> of these men. 
Reciprocity as a campaign Issue tot a 
pretty severe blow from these Cana- 
dians . 

Veto of Eight-Hour Bill 

The ci-bt-hour bill, applying solely 
to the employes of the state, cities

governt r last year, has again been

The fact that the gov- 
ernor was able to carry the state In 
1909 against A. F. L. opposition 
shows very clearly that a very largo 
element among the wage earners and 
ev, n If the American Federation ol 
Labor do not take the matter as seri- 
ously as the labor leaders would like 
to have them, and that he must have 
received the votes of a very large 
number of union men . 

Labor Union Fines Defeated 

The legislature has defeated the 
fines hill, tnrough the Instrumentality! 
of which the trades unions asked the 
right to enforce strikes through the 
imposition of fines upon Its members 
who continued to work after a strike 
had been declared or returned to work 
pending a settlement, Strange as It 
may seem, the senate had already ad- 
vanced the measure to engrossment 
and then passed It on to the house. It 
was a pretty sharp fight in the lower 
branch and Its opponents had n 
strenuous time in defeating It. A 
change of seven votes would have 
passed the measure in the house. 

The bill has bet n before the legis- 
lature tor a number of years and has 
been supported by a good ninny ot 
the labor organizations, although a 
good many laborers are opposed to its 
provisions.

jirints his address in full, as follows: 

In n simple way I want to speak to you 
about .is I have to many young nu n and 
women w hi i have 1 1 >me t. lour store look- 
ing foi positions. Mv w >rd to them ..t 
such times has. ot necessity, had to be 
brief and to the point. To those who 
entered our employ and tried to make 
good, I had from time to time oppoi unity 
to make stiKgestions that many of them 
have told me were valuable and, there- 
fore, helpful; and some of these points I 
want to call to your attention to-day, lor 
in a great maitv instances young people 
with their education completed have had 
to confess thev had given little or no 
thought as to what their life work was to 
be, and, in fact, ti.»«l mailt- no definite 
preparation for any. 

On the assumption and with the hope 
that von who art- about to leave school to 
seek employment have already begun to 
think about this very serious problem, I 
bring to your attention these lew sugges- 
tions: ami, to those who are to continue 
for another year in the school work, let 
me say that, Jhef ore yon realize it, the last 
opportunity for improving your school 
days will hue Rone and you will be face 
to face with the world of industry in 
which yon have got to take your iiart. 

I realize yu were not born yesterday. 
Whether vou realize it or not, you have 
arrived at vears when judgment and dis 
cretion should be shown. The conditions 
tinder which we are living to day do not 
tend tow H I thai thoughttulness that de- 
velops wise decision, and that may be 
your misfortune, but obstacles are the 
l.est things in the world for us it they 
stimulate m to g rowth It we have more 
t.i divert out minds from the higher 
thoughts and purposes than existed forty 
years ago, we have more to inspire us 
to make our lives count. Ho.v uninler- 
o:t!r.ir» fco't course would Me without its 
hazards nr the name ol ball >i ihe pitchei 
could do his work without the umpire's 
decision on strikes an I balls, 01 if the 
striker co Id w lit all dav for just the 
right kind of a ball! 

S > it is in life we need obstacles and 
hazards to inspire ik. Now then, who 
turns out to l>e the best go fer, the best 
ball player, the best runner 01 jumper? 
He who waits until the later years of his 
vouth before taking up [the sport with 
determination and persistency? N>»' but 
the one who starts in earnestly and with 
a will to do and treat his undertaking 
seriously in the early years ot his young 
manhood is the one who almost without 
exception excels and wins. 

You can see the point that I would 
make. It is so plain that 1 need hardly 
apply it, and, were it not so very *impor 
taut, I would let it pass with tin-inference 
I am sure you will make. The importance 
of the development of youi mind, to- 
gether with that ot your muscle, cannot 
be too strongly emphasized, for in the 
great contest ol life and it is a contest 
— you will find a well trained mind and 
muscle the best, most efficient and m jst 
honorable weapons. 

Now, out ot these two vital and force* 
ful elements in a young person's char- 
acter, there evolves and springs the third 
and foundation factor, the moral. As I 
have said before, I realize I am now 
talking to young nu n; and women, and 
to those who cat) appreciate the impor- 
tance ol living j seriously and wisely.

Mr. John T. Wilson received the fol- 
lowing letter from his son. Earl, a very 
bright Winchester boy, who is forging 
to the head in N'< A' Mexico, in which he 
te lls ot an exploit ot his brother Fiank in 
which he quelled a threatened uprising 
of the Indians: 

May ;,. 19m. 

I tear Father:— 

I have been veiv busy the last few- 
days, or rathet evenings, ill drillng. pre 
paratory to turning out Memorial Dav. 
You know I belong to the 1st Reg. N. 
M. \". ('.. 1 nit here the fellows take 
much more interest in military matters 
than they do in the east. There- an- be- 
tween fifteen hundred and two thousand 
Americans in Santa Fe and we have a 
company of sixty members, and alto- 
gether in the territory we have a lull 
regiment of Infantry, a croupier troops oi 
Cavalry and a battery ot light artillery. 
About every place in the territory having 
enough young fellows has a company. 1 
imagine every eastern town ot two 
thousand having a company. 

Tiie ist day of Marc h I lelt Santa Fe 
with a U. S. Examiner of surveys and we 
were gone till about the 7th of May. All 
Match we were out on the staked plains 
east of Carlsbad, and during April and a 
part ot May w e were 111 the mountains 
we st of Carlsbad. Dining our trip we 
walked about four hundred miles and we 
also smashed the government record for 
surveying in om- day. While on the 

Plains we ran eighteen miles in one day. 
Both on the Plains and in the mountains 
we three assistants would sleep on the 
ground w ithout any cover other than our 
blankets unless it looked c loudy, and 
then we would pitch our tent. We bad 
to pitch one for the cook to c 00k 111 and 
the boss to sleep in. They were both big 
tents 16x14x9 feet. 

Even in March it was hot during the 
day out on those, plains. A scattered but 
very nutritions grass grows there- and also 
plenty, ol cactus, soapweed and mesquite. 
Die staked plains used to be one of the 
largest ranching regions m tin- country, 
but the lam lies depended on the- open 
range tor their grazing, hut the govern- 
ment had it surveyed and we examined it 
and it w ill soon lie open to settlement and 
that means the ranches musi move 

I lit old in 111 who ha. made about a 

hunched thousand off of cattle has se nt 
liis three sons 10 Arizona to look up some 
new range and he- says he w ill soon move- 
on. 

I returned to Santa Fe itisl in tune to 
be in on the Indian trouble. There are 
two companies of militia here. Co. I-:. 
(Mexican) and Co. F. (American). When 
news arrived of the alleged Indian out- 
break in Taos, twenty six picked 
privates with their officers wan- taken 
from each company and I wis luckj 
enough to be one ot the picked men. 
We w ere sent to Barranca by a special 
train w Inch left Santa Fe at midnight. 
Barranca, which is about twenty-five 
miles from Taos, is the nearest station 
to the Puelbo. We arrived a little before 
daylight and instantly ate out breakfast; 
as soon as we finished eating we- started 
over the mountains. That road goes 
over some of the roughest country in 
New Mexico. They pushed us mighty 
hard so that before noon we had covered 
half the distance, but some of the fellows 
were about all in. We- were- c arrying a 
pr-lty heavy load, namely, rille, sixty 
rounds 0! amiinition, blanket roll and 
belt with bayonet, canteen and full 
havers.uk. The Adjutant General "t the 
territory went along with us and he is a 
West Pointer, so vou cm imagine things 
had to be rather exac t Co. F, is con- 
sidered the crack company "t the terri- 
tory and we are commanded by an ex- 
roughnder who was Roosevelts' peisotial 
aid during the war. There is also an- 
other roughrider who is a private, he'also 
served two years in the Phillipines; 
.mother one ot our privates se rved two 
enlistments in the regular army. The 
last fellow has a medal as expert marks- 
man in the regular army, In- made tour 
bullseyes onto! live shots at two hundred 
yards, on our range, < >ur fust squad 
wi n- all six footers or over, although if 
it had come to a fight thev would "t have 
been any better than the rest of us, the) 
looked rather imposing. We w ere ordered 
back after our noon rest as the trouble 
had all been settled.

Another objei lion that is urged against 
the prohibition ut tin.- sale game i- that 
a verv large business interest is injured 
thereby. But were game eliminated from 
t'ie market the fanners (ami poultrymen 
would be called upon to supply more 
poultry to take its place and the people 
who now '-at game would merely get a 
largir variety anil a better supply ut 
poultry. The volume ol business of the 
marketnien would be the same and that 
business would soon adjust itself to the! 
change. Nevertheless it must he ad- : 
minted that it is something ut a hardship 
to deprive the people oi the privilege ot | 
buying game if it is possible in any way 
to supply the markets and at tin- same

In September, V*<\. two white men 
entered i'u< Uwr Slave lake country, 
In iId Canadian uurtliwest, ostensibly 
pro*|>et ling for tfold.
